in England in the reigne of Hollis and Stapleton, *Twas ſtrongly urged, that only a letter 
"ſhould bee ſent, deſifeing the King to confirme the two laſt Seſſions of Parliament, and re- 


bated whether Commiſſioners ſent preſently, or only prepare things againſt the Parliament : 
RG Mighty tugging and heate at this; the Act of Parliament was produced, ſhewing they had no

vene; the nighneſſe alſo of the Parliament, and unſatisfactorineſs of the King's Letter to 

them was alleadged alſo. I had ſent me a coppy of the King's Letter to Montroſſe, which I 

put into ſuch hands as it was then produced in there Committee of Eſtates, and the late land- 
ing of more men in Orkney, yet all was waved and put by, and voted to ſend preſently ; 

yea, ſome chiefe ones, who were for the ſending of a letter only, yet when *twas carryed 

.' Commiſſioners ſhould goe, were for ſending them preſently, as conceiving delay could do 

i Then they fell to canvaſſing the propoſitions, to be treated, and ſcarce a word but under- 
went a diſpute; the Laird Balcarris and Libberton perſiſt that the King might not bee putt 

to declare himſelf about the Covenant, but only ſign an Act for others taking it; 5 
others thought that, if propoſitions did goe, they could not bee too ſtrict; in concluſion to 
valify all, thoſe that are to goe are the ſame with what went laſt yeare, That he owne the 

Parliament, ſigne the Covenant, confirme what his Father confirmed, confirme what hath 
been done fince in Kirke and State, putt from him all ſuch as are under cenſure either of 
Kirke or State, act not directly or indire&ly againſt thoſe who ingaged in that cauſe.

pentance for delivering up the towne to him) and Bayliffe Jeoffreys, who alſo was at the 
Fer laſt ſummer; Lothian did alſo beg to be ſent, and is moſt violent, ſo alſo Smith. They

| T HE laſt of F ebruary wee departed from Kynſale, chooſing rather to proceed with halfe A 


our proportion of beere, then to ſtay there untill the whole was brewed, The 12" of 
March wee, with Capt. Wood, arrived in this river neere Innis Scuttery, where wee found 
ſoe many beefes and ſheepe, as prolonged both our victualling four dayes ; and had the next 


day furniſhed ourſelves with three moneths more upon the iſlands neere Clare river, had the 


wind proved faire for us; for before wee could gett up (which was the 14 about noone) all 
the cattle were ferryed over to the Mayne : But, in recompence whereof, I have taken and 
ſplitt all their boats from Clare river, downe to the river's mouth on both ſides, they being 
in number abodt twelve, and moſt of them of eight and ten tonns a peece, The maine 
thing that induced mee to this, was to hinder them from tranſporting their cattle and goods 
from Munſter ſide over to the county of Thomond, which was their daily cuſtome before 
and ſince my arrivall here, I did four dayes ſince write a letter to the inhabitants neere the 
river on Thomond ſide, to let them know, that if they would not pay me contribution, I 
would deſtroy them : The people are willing to pay, but they cannot be permitted by the 
Lord Inchiquin, and the Commiſſioners for the county, My letter was not ſent with an In- 
tention to take contribution of them, but to make them imploy a good part of their Army 
to ſecure the river ſides, which I am confident they doe (though to little purpoſe ; ) for, 


haveing two little frigots, we can land twelve fyles of men or more, twenty miles from the | 


place they were two howres before, which makes the people leave their habitations within a 


mile of the river. On Thurſday laſt, wee burnt the mill and towne of Kill- reſn, and the 
towne of Torbitt, where wee killed them a few men, and tooke ſome boats; in which ſer-

in the arme. The 224, Capt. Nixon, Commander of the Fellowſhip arrived; and the firſt 
inſtant, Capt, Howett, Commander of the Concord (both from Plymouth) and brought with 
them ſoe much victualls, as will ſerve us all, viz.

cord, two moneths a peece complete from this day: Before the expiration of which, I doubt 
not, but that wee ſhall have a ſupply of Pupping upon the coaſt to relieve ua If your Ex- 
cellence knows the contrary, I 5 570 deſire, the bearer may be ſent a month or three 
weekes before the expiring of his victualls to Plymouth, for another ſupply thereof: For wee 
are where reliefe cannot come to us, nor wee goe to it, without two ſeveral windes. Upon 
the arrival of the William frigott, which I doe daylie expect here, I intend to ſend hir and 
the Guyney frigott, to lye under the Iſles of Aaron, to blocke up Gallway by ſea, The

„ (if approved of by your Excellence) to take the Nicodemus with hir, and to blocke up 
* Waterford by ſea : Myſelfe and the Concord to remaine here: Not knowing better, howe 
to imploy ſix ſhips, then to block up by ſea three ſuch conſiderable places : Yet, I doe 
humbly referre it to your Excellence's graver conſideration.

IN CE my diſpatch to your Lordſhip by Sir Robert King and Col. Herbert, I received 
8 letters from the Lord Preſident of Connaught, and Col. Venables, wherein they ſig- 


nifie to mee, that upon letters they had received from your 5 (to know what forces 
they could ſpare out of Ulſter to bee ſent into Scotland, if occaſion were) they had re- 


torned anſwer that, for foote, they conceived it very hazardous to ſend any, till that Pro- 
vince were wholly reduced, and alſo the Provice of Connaught; but for horſe (if I ſhould 
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not require them to any ſervice; in Connaught). they conceived four of 155 hundred might 
bee ſpared, when it ſhould pleaſe God to give Charlemont into their hands; upon which 
letters of theyrs, havinge (at the ſame time with them) received your Lordſhip's letter to 


myſelfe of the 24 inſt, I have ſent them a coppe of it, and (in anſwer to theyre owne) 


have let them know, that (as to theyr ſparinge four or five hundred horſe after Charlemont 


reduced) I conceive they may make that offer abſolute (without expecting for it to be ex- 
.cuſed from the ſervice into Connaught) becauſe when they ſhall bee otherwiſe free to pro- 
ſecute the buſineſſe of Connaught, I ſhall take order for the addition of ſoe many horſe 
from the armye (to meet and joine with them about Athlone, or where they ſhall appoint 


for that ſervice) as they ſhall ſpare into Scotland; and (for the buſineſſe conteined in your 
Lordſhip's letter of the 24 inſt.) conceiving the ſecond part of your Lordſhip's offer 
' (viz. that concerning Ayre and Yrwin, and the parts betwixt Longs Ryan and the River 


Clide) to bee more adviſeable and hopefull for us to doe any thing in from hence, then 
that proceedinge concerneinge Kirkidbright, I have deſired them to bee preparing theire 
horſes and all thinges in a readineſſe for that deſigne, againſt ſuch time as your Lordſhip 
ſhall dd, chem thoſe lately levyed foote (of Col. Lidcote's regiment, Sir William Coles, 


Kc. which I ſuppoſe were intended for ſuch a purpoſe) with ſhipping proviſions and money 


competent for ſuch an undertakeinge; and that in this or what other deſigne they (at theire 
nearer diſtance) ſhall find more feiſible and hopefull to the ends propoſed by your Lord- 
ſhip, they would doe the utmoſt they cann (as God ſhall direct and enable them) when 
by your Lordſhip as aforeſaid, or otherwiſe, they ſhall bee fitted and furniſhed for it; and 
In the meane time, that in the third kinde (which your Lordſhip's letter to mee propounds) 


they will doe ſomethinge preſently, even to the utmoſt they: cann, and that with the more 


ſhew of great preparations and forces intended the better; ſo as nothinge bee ſpoken tend- 
ing to anye deſigne upon the coaſt of Ayre and Yrwin and, accordingly, that when they 
ſhall ſend out anye veſſels with ſoldyers in them to allarme them in Scotland, they bee di- 
rected to goe eyther to thoſe parts of that coaſt, more northerly, beyond the river Clide 


or (where they cann without evident loſſe) really to lande men, to gett prey, take priſo- 


ners, deſtroy and make ſpoyle as much as they cann, untill they find oppoſition z and then 
| (going off to other places) to doe or attempt the like there alſoe till like oppoſition ; that 
| ſoe they may make the ennemye conceive, either that we have a deſigne of invadeing them 

thereabouts, or elſe that our deſigne is no more but to annoy them and make ſpoile, 
which may occaſion them to keepe forces and guardes againſt us upon thoſe coaſts, and ſoe 
anſwere, in ſome forte, your Lordſhip's end (of diverting part of theire forces, or in- 
creaſing their chardge) and. yet by theire imployinge of thoſe forces where wee intend 
not a reall invaſion, or by theire keepinge of them thine and ſcattered all alonge theire 
coaſt, as being only to reſiſt robbers) to leave us the more facility of landing, and faſtninge 
with a ſtronger force (where we doe intend it) when wee are ready for it; and in generall, 


to thoſe ends of divertinge their forces, increaſing their chardge, and reall annoyeing of 


them, I have carneſtly preſſed that nothinge may bee omitted or delayed; and, to this ef- 
fect, as I have written to them one letter, and ſent it (with a coppye of your Lordſhip's 
to mee) by ſea from Wexford, foe I have ſince ſent a duplicate of the fine by the waie 


of Dublin. Now for the inablinge and furniſhinge of them for a reall attempt to faſten on 


ſome ſuch place as Ayre or Yrwin (which indeed ſeem the moſt hopefull and advantadgeous 
for your Lordſhip's purpoſe) I humbly offer, that your Lordſhip would haſten over to 
them thoſe foote aforementioned (whom when they come, I have adviſed them to putt 
into theire guarriſons, and draw out as many old foote for this other ſervice) that you would 
ſend with them proviſions and monye ſufficient for ſuch a number of foote {with the horſe 
intended) for three or foure months, and that you would appoint the ſame veſſels that 
bringe theſe over, to ſtay in your ſervice, and attend the further orders of Sir Charles 
Coote, or Col. Venables ; by which, with the helpe of ſuch other veſſells, as (I preſume 


by what your Lordſhip formerly appointed by way of preparation, in that particular). they 


may have alrcady in the partes of Ulſter, they may (probably) bee able to tranſporte bot 
the horſe and foote, according to your Lordſhip's intention. As for frigotts, or ſhips of 
force, to guard and aſſiſt them herein, or in the ſending out veſſels man'd with foote, to 

alarme the enemie, there is at preſent upon that coaſt the Hinde frigotte, but (I beleeve) 
quite out of victuall by this time (if for want of it ſhee bee not gone already) the Preſi- 
der frigotte (foe ſoone as ſhee comes with our monye for which, or for her owne victuall

with the rod of iron ; but thoſe you have had now to deale withall, not only in theire owne 
accounte, but of others alſoe, both heare and beyond ſeas (and thoſe of no meane eſteem) 


are the people by and for whome theſe greate deliverances are to be wrought, as God's pe- 


culiar, encluded on the one hande from papiſts and athiſts, and from ſectaries on the other. 
And further, many of them are children indeede, whoſe angells continually in heaven be- 


hould the face of theire Father; and theſe, though miſtaken in this particular; yet have 


they, noe doubt, beſought the Lord with ſubmiſſion of all to his good will, and to his 


glorie, Heareunto hath bin added the higheſt and moſt ſolemne appeale that could be made 


by men; whearin both parties referred the deciſion of the cauſe to God, and deſyred that 


he would give his judgment therin at the day of battayle, as that wherby each ſide, and 


all ſtanders by, might take notice of the minde of God, concerning the righteouſnes of 
theire cauſe, I beleve there was never any battayle fought, whearin the honour both of 
God and Man weare more concerned, then in this, all circumſtances being layd togeather ; 
and hath not he accordingly appeared as gloriouſly in the iſſue ? He is a God of judgment, 
and according to the appeale, takes the umpirage uppon him, and what. follows : The Scotts, 
as heare we have bin informed, notwithſtanding this appeale, weare reſolved not to fight, 
but to decline the judicatorie them ſelves had choſen, 4 they muſt ſtande to it whether 
they will or not, (ſays Agrippah to Paule, to Cæſar's judgment thou haſt appealed, and to 
Cæſar thou ſhalt goe) and how are they brought unto it, even by their owne miſtake; in 


that our ordinance and many of the foote weare ſhipped and gone for England. Says God 
to Barak, I will draw unto thee, to the river Kiſhon, Siſera and his hoſt ; the appeale muſt 

not be withdrawne, God will determine it; and how? even in ſuch a manner as all may fee 
and acknowledge that he hath done it; and therefore you could not fight when and as you 
deſyred; but then when your forces weare leſſened in number, and the remaynder weakened 
by ſicknes and wants, and therby much diſpirited; and when the enemy thence and by 


theire recruites became confident, relying uppon and boſting in the arme of fleſh, This 
ſeaſon did the Lord chooſe to give his judgment in, and ſignall was it, for ſithence theſe 
warrs, never was theire, that I remember, ſoe greate a victorie obtayned with ſoe little 
loſſe of ours; but chiefly herein, that this heavy judgment ſeemes to be given only againſt 
the partie theire that pretended moſt to God, to ſo cauſe and glorie; the King of Scot- 
15 and his freinds not being admitted unto, but as we heare forbidden theire armie. Oh! 
my Lord, God knew how deeply his weare concerned in the conſequences of his judgment, 
how many doubtfull perſons and ſeeming freinds would have declared themſelves enemies; 


nay, how would the faces of his ſervants have bin aſhamed, to ſay noe more, I have ſeene 


my Lord Lauderdale's letter which you ſente your ladie, and therefore hath the Lord ſoe or- 
dered the buſines, that wee may ſee it was not our owne ſword, nor our one bow, but 
his right hand, and his holy arme that hath gotten us the victorie; and that wiſely con- 


ſidering thereof, wee might ſee the loving kindnes of the Lord. I had allmoſt forgotten 


an other circumſtance, to me verie conſiderable ; that is, the late march of our armie into 


Scotland; humane prudence would have done it ſooner, to have prevented the conjunction 


of the King with the ſeverall parties in Scotland; but even this hath the Lord made an 
advantage to us, by making them ſoe to ſtate the cauſe of the quarrell betweene us, that 
all ſtanders-by may know it even from themſelves. This hath bin done by the receiving 
of theire King, and by his declarations, and the declarations of the parliament and kirke 
of Scotland; whereas if the armie had been in Scotland before theire King, they that can 
fay any thing for theire owne advantage, what by denying that which now they can not, 


and otherwiſe would have taken leave to gilde theire cauſe, over with many inſinuations, 


which theire conjunction with him hath deprived them of, My Lord, let us now come to 
our ſelves; God ſpeakes to man as well by his works as by. his worde, and the greateſt 


miſteries in both are ſeene but by a few. In this greate worke, ſome ſee the hande of the 
Lord that is lifted up, others both heare and theire they will not ſee it, nor bee aſhamed 
for all theire envie at his people. Oh! my Lord, let us wayte uppon him that doth theſe 
thinges, that he would teach us his meaning in them, for elſe we ſhall ſee and not perceive, 
we ſhall heare and not underſtande. This certynly he expects, that as he doth all his 
workes in time and ſeaſon, in wayte and meaſure, ſoe we ſhould fetch them out, and me- 


ditate uppon them, ponder them in our harts, and ny al circumſtances togeather, * 
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and how he hath wrought them; without which, how can we give him the glorie due unto 
his name? And lett this be ever ſetled in our harts through his grace, that thoſe who have 
theire countenances enlightened by ſuch mercies, and that have wayted uppon him, and 
labored for them, have more and greater engagements therby layd uppon them, then 
others that have not done ſoe; and if we improve the mercie received, we ſhall yet prayſe 
him more and more. Somwhat likewiſe it calls for from us, in relation to thoſe agaynſt 
whome he hath thus turned his hande; we ought to ſeeke God for them, that they may 
ſee the rod, and whoe hath ſent it, and for what. We muſt not inſult over them, but ſtill 
endeavour to heape coales of fyer uppon theire heads, and ſo carry it with as much mode- 
ration and mercy towards them, as may conſiſt with ſafety, although I know that the wiſ- 
dome of the ſerpent is needfull, wheare we deale with them that have more of the ſerpent 
of wy than of the dove, I have ſeene by a letter from the north, that many of the Scots 
priſoners ſente to Newcaſtle, that weare weake and ſick, and not able to travayle with the 
reſt, weare killed by ſome of the conductors : Whether it be true or not, will be worth your 
examination z and, in caſe it prove ſoe, to puniſh the offenders; if not, that ſomthing be 
publiſhed for clearing the armie, And, beſides the particular I have bin all this while ſpeak- 
ing of, we ought likewiſe to take into our conſideration the various diſpenſations of God to- 
wards us at the ſame time, in that he mingles water with his wine; I meane, that when he 
gives us theſe victories in Ireland and Scotland, that withall he ſends the peſtilence amongſt 
our freinds and brethren in Ireland, and in ſome places heare, and likewiſe ſuch immo- 
derate rayne and weather, threatning us with famine, after ſoe promiſing a ſpring of plenty. 
We ſce our father deales tenderly with us, by taking us into his owne correction, and deli- 
vers us not up into the hands of men, for them to doe it, whoſe mercies are cruel], for the 
moſt parte; he will not have them ſay,* wheare is now theire God, yet certynly by theſe he 


tells us that ſomthing is amiſſe amongſt us, and calls uppon us by them to ſearch and trie 
our ways: And oh! my Lord, let us doe ſo; he houlds the rod as yet in his owne hande,

and if we doe it, he will diſcover unto us the error of our wayes, and he will heale us, 

My Lord, pardon me, truly I have bin too long, but you will, I do not trouble you often. 
If it gives you but a hinte of any thing, or only reminde you of what you have formerly 
thought uppon, or occaſion you att all to lifte up your harte unto the Lorde, its worth 
your reading, and my wrighting; and truely I had noe reſt in my ſpirite, till I had ſente 
you this cup of could water ; though my lot be amongſt you, yet indiſpoſition of body 
and other employments, will not ſuffer me to doe more than to tarry by the ſtuffe, I thanke 
the Lord, I have bin mindfull of my engagment, according to his grace given me; and, 
what thankes can we render to him, whoe gives us the thinges we aſke ?

IN the committee's letter, your Excellency haveing an accompt concerning proviſions oa. 15,656! 


now ſhipped, there remaynes little that I can adde, but that the Mary flyboate, one of 
the ſtate's ſhipps, laden with biſquet for you from Plymouth, was ſet upon by fix pyrates, 
all of good force; yet bleſſed Me God, ſhe rid herſelfe of them, and without any conſi- 


derable damage, gott ſafe into Dartmouth, whence nevertheleſs, with the firſt wynde, ſhe 


will yenture out, ſome of the ſtate's frigotts being now gone to that coaſt, where the 
enemy have nyne ſhipps, French, Iriſh, one Jerſay man, and one Scot; moſt parte of them 


betweene twenty and thirty gunns apeice. It is written from ſeveral hands in the Weſt, . 


that have it from a Dutch ſhipp and an Engliſh ſhip maſter well knowne, that a part of our 
fleet that was at Liſbone, have taken twelve of the Brazill fleet, wherein, beſide other 
merchandize, was nyne thouſand cheſts of ſugar; at which newes, the very malignant 
merchants upon the Exchange now begyn to rejoyce. Here hath beene a reporte theſe 


three or four dayes, that a diſaſter is befalne Capt. Hall's ſhipp upon the ſandes, on this fide 


Harwich ; but noe expreſſe, or newes being come thereof to the councell, it is hoped that 
ſhe may bee ſafe, The committee having employed Mr. Cadwell, your Excellencye's 
meſſinger, to goe into the countryes along the coaſt, to doe all that is poſſible to gett ſhip- 
wg away the proportion of hey deſired in your Excellencye's letter to Mr. Ruſhworth. 


Two knaviſh biſket bakers that wee found ſending rotten and faulty biſket, are this day 


order'd by the Howſe to be proceeded agaynſt in the Upper Bench, where they are like 


to bee ſoundly fyned. One Thomas Ridgill, whom my father Scot and Col. Whaley gott 


me to provide to goe to Scilly, was diſcovered by the enemy; and when the Scots King 


was at Jerſay, was there condemned to bee hanged, but Coll, Legg's brother begg'd him 


of Charles Stuart, to bee exchanged for his brother, now priſoner at Exeter. One Capt. 
Gardner, that plotted the betraying ſome garriſons in the weſt, and ſhould have beene 


Oe as a ſpy by our party, was by the Lord General Fairfax offer'd in exchange for 


Redgill; but Sir George Carteret, governour of Jerſay, refuſed, ſaying he had command 
from the King, as he calbd him, to exchange him for none other but Coll. Legg, and 
could not therefore releaſe the ſaid Ridgill for any other, without his ſayd King's ſpecial 
command. Now this poore man Thomas Ridghill, who lived in handſome quality in this 

ity, as a barber chirurgion, and had long ſerved in the Lord Deputie of Ireland's troope here-

tofore, lycs in great miſery in Jerſay. His wife, a good woman, dead the laſt weeke with 


grief, a poore childe is left to the wide world, T humbly beſeeche your Excellency that 


(ſeeing the councell will not exchange Coll. Legg for him, and Carteret without 8 8 0 


comand, will exchange him for none other) your Excellency will pleaſe to ſpeake to Com- 
miſſary Generall Whaley, who in conſcience is engaged herein, as well as I, to putt it into 
a way, that ſome of the Scots dfficers, priſoners to your Excellency, may endeavour to gett 


their King's ſpeciall command to Carteret to exchange them for the ſayd Thomas Ridgull ; 


and if ſuch letter be obteyned by any of the Scots, that your Excellency will give in ex- 


change and ſent to me, I will endeavour to convey it- to Jerſay, and get anſwere of it if

Nov. 2, 1650. I Have great reaſon to bee ſatisfyed with your Lordſhip's correſpondencyes in having aſ⸗ 


I ſurance of your wonted affection. I have enough, and was not jealous of your goodnes, 
but my unworthynes to reteine ſuch a jewell; but I have done, ſo as this ſubject ſhall no 
more trouble you, I have communicated, the contents of what you were pleaſed to give 
mee in charge relative to Ireland, with your correſpondent, and Col. Deane, by whome I 
have this ſatisfaction; that there are three ſhipps deſigned for the north of Ireland, viz. the 
Preſident, the Truelove and Hind frigotts, and that order is taken with the victualers of the 
Navy, who have alſo undertaken it, to make proviſion for two hundred men for this win- 
ter's guard, riding on that coaſt at Cheſter, ſo as they have not farre to goe for their ſup- 
ply ; and for the reſt of the Iriſh guard, ſtoares are made at Kinſale: But that which is bet- 
ter Newes upon this ſubject is, that a propoſition has beene made to the Parliament by 
ſome merchants and others, for victualling the Navy at farre better termes then formerly, 
abating for the proportion of the laſt yearc's number of men 40, ooo l. of what it has coſt 
hitherto, almoſt in the beſt and N yeares, and much moore in others, it being offer- 
ed to provide for the men at 8 d. per diem when at ſea, and 7 d. in harbour, whereas 
we have given 8 d. ob. at the leaſt and loweſt price, and ſometimes mounted to 11 d.; and 
that this proviſion will bee better and ſweeter then formerly may bee hoped upon better 
grounds then when the Commiſſioners of the Navy themſelves (who were to ſuperintend 
and puniſh the miſcarriages in that affair) were the victualers; but beſide that, other ſecu- 
rity will bee given to full ſatisfaction, perhaps, in a Chequer way, This propoſall was 
yeſterday received and debated in the Houſe, in ſubſtance complyed with and referred to the 
Committee of the Navy, to make contracts accordingly ; in which, places fitt for victual- 


ing will bee conſidered of, For the ſtate of the proviſions of pay and maintenance for 
poore Ireland, future and paſt, I find it ſtands thus; that ſince November laſt (now neare 
twelve moneths) at which time the aſſignations upon the ſeveral countyes (in the way of be- 
ing received by officers belonging to Ireland) ceaſed, there has beene ſent over to Munſter 
about May, 22,000 J. odd money, moore in Auguſt following 20,0c0/, and there was 
ready at Briſtol! Octob. laſt, 27, 300 J. (plus minus.) 2%, To Dublin in Feb. (1649) 
10,000 J. in Aug, after 32001, and now ready at Cheſter for that place 5000}, za, To 
Carickfergus and the North in Feb, 10,000 /. in Aug. (1650) 10, 00 J. and now at Che- 
ſter 8000 J. more; and in proviſions for all, but reſpectively diſtributed by advice fiom 
Ireland, about 42,550 J. beſide particular pay for Col. Horton's (now Sankeye's) regiment 
and others, making in the whole about 170,000 /. This 1s as to the time paſt, and for a fur- 
ther ſupply to bee accounted backward, there are contracts made for 23, ooo J. in ſeverall 
proviſions deſired by our freinds on the other ſide, and 70,000 J. is upon providing in pecu- 
niis numerandis to bee ſent over with the Commiſſioners, who reſolve to be ready the begin- 
ning or middle of December; ſo that towards the yeare's entertainment they have had and 
will have neare 270,000 J. for the reſidue of the yeare and onwards, Till the endeavour of 
the Commiſſioners, with God's bleſſing, ſhall have brought that country into a condition 
to defray it ſelfe, it is propounded to take 20 out of the 120, ooo J. per menſem (for the four 
moneths it is to be layd on) for Ireland making 80, ooo J. and 12,0007. more out of the 
proceede upon ſale of delinquent's eſtates, being in the whole 200, ooo J. treſh money, after 
the 70,000 J. now ſending ; if this in proceſſe of time and affaires 2 5 ſhort and defective, 
wee muſt take up new councells; but conſidering the vaſt charge for England and Scotland, 
for which the 100,000 J. reſidue per menſem is no way anſwerable, *tis as much as wee can 
reach to in projection. The new ſupply upon fee-farme rents is to be reſerved for the re- 
cruites, and a proviſion of armes and ammunition for the {pring ſervice in Scotland, fo that 
nothing remaines to compleate all defects but 58 nigh ands, upon which 160,000 J. is 
already charged, and after juſt allowances to well. affected creditors may not reach very farre. 
As for chaces and foreſts having ſatisfied the ſouldiers arreares not otherwiſe paid, and what 
is ſtill unſatisfyed of the advances upon Biſhop's lands, they will, I feare, ſignify very little, 
Tis hoped five hundred quarters of wheat provided, from hence, with the ſtoares that you 
may and will gett out of the country, will ſerve your garriſons ; and that a little biſquet 
more for marching parties will ſerve till ſpring. *Tis fitt wee know whether you under- 
ſtand it ſoe, that proviſions may bee made according!y, allwayes remembring, which ſure 
you cannot forgett, that England is not as France, a meadow to bee mowed as often 
as the governours pleaſe z our intereſt is to doe our worke with as little grievance to our 
new 7 ſcarce yet proſelited, as is poſſible. Pardon the prolixity and accept the affe-

ſhall in a military way, ſubdew and deſtroy his and his peoples enemys, which attri- 
bute he, and his people have transferred unto men that act thoſe ends, that way, which 
from the greatneſſe of the worke done, and the gloriouſneſſe thereof, is made more famous 
by that high title of Excellency, "Though theſe attributes are given by the world to there 
great ones, that deſtroy others, even God's people, for there ſelfe ends; yet if the end why 
an action is performed, be the beſt guide of judging honour to the actor, as ſure it is, then 
without controverſy or flattery, this title is but your honour's dew, which as God hath 
made aparant to the world, fo all his people acknowledge, of which number I accompt 
my ſelfe one, though but the meaneſt, yet not ſo low in ſpirit as to flatter. Of thoſe which 
God hath honoured with this his attribute, he hath chefely fixed it on the humble and meeke 
in ſpirittz as to thoſe which knowe and acknowledge him moſt, for by them he getts moſt 
honour to himfelfe, that being the principall end why he created the world, and he which 
honoreth him he will honour. Now as your honour by actions and deportments, in thoſe 
high imployments God and his people have intruſted you with, have manifeſted yourſelfe to 
be that man; ſo upon that aſſurance, I take upon me the bouldneſſe to impart to your ho- 
nour what God hath given in. to me, for his honour, and his people's good in this Com- 
-monwealth of England. The matter is weighty and full of variety, as anſwearinge to man 
parts neceſſary to be conſidered of, to voluminous for a letter, in reſpect of your honour's 

reat imployment, where God hath now ſent you, yet all conceaved fitt for your honour's 
Eppir ; therefore knowinge your honour's apprehenſion ſutable to thoſe other high 
guifts God hath given you, I have contracted them under obſervations and heads, preſum- 
inge, that however God ſhall diſpoſe of your honour's thoughts of them, yet by them not 
to incurr any diſpleaſure-from your honour, ge. 9 
- My firſt obſervations are, 1. That God hath deſigned, and impowred ſeverall men and 
ways for ſeverall his ends, not one for all, whereby to accompliſh his great actings in this 
world, 2. That worke God hath deſigned for your honour to worke gloriouſſy in, is to 
fight, his and his peoples battayles; and as to chandges, ſo to ſettle this our Common- _ 
wealth in a glorious and happie condition. 3. That the converting of ſowles, is a worke 
God hath reſerved to himſelfe, and to bring it to paſſe by ſome other way, then military. 
My reyſons for theſe, are his bleſſings in a wonderous manner uppon your honour's mili- 
tary imployment in the three nations. And the little or no ſucceſſe in that proceedeth 
from your honour, though out of a chriſtian and faint-like affection, in endevoring to 
overcome by love and civilities, your enemys, and convert them to the true knowledge 
of God and his ways of worſhip, more eſpecially thoſe in Ireland and Scotland. Your ho- 
nour's owne ſpeeches and writings, of what you have found by experience in thoſe cuntryes, 
ſtrengthen my jodgment heerein. Pray your honour, give me leave to lay open my weake 
apprehenſions concerning your military actions in thoſe cuntrys, though your honour hath - 
wrought gloriouſly in what you have done already in them, yet your honour's Chriſtian © 
civility hath not purſued the right way that ſhould have been taken with them, to have made 
a ſure and ſpeedy end, for God's honour and the good of this land, Firſt for Ireland, I am 
fully fatisfyed that God hath marked out that people for deſtruction, and is makinge inqui- 
ſition with the ſword of his juſtice, for innocent blood, ſo profuſely, and inhumanly 

wred out, as not paraleled in hiſtorie humaine or divine, of thoſe that truly beleeved on 
him there, cheefely becauſe they weare ſo, and weare Engliſh; ſo by the univerſall law of 
God, that land cannot be purged from blood, but by the blood of thoſe that ſhed it; and ; 
I feare, leaſt ſparing the guilty there, may involve us in the ſame guilt : And confident I 
am, that untill God's juſtice be fully executed uppon them, we cannot heere be ſafe, nor 
make that cuntry an addition of blefſinge unto ours. This I am ſtregthened in, havinge 
found God's bleſſinge of peace on this our land, ever ſithence our high juſtice done here for 
blood. | | | | 8 


Secondly, for Scotland, that though the people there are not ſo deepely in blood, yet 
they are more dcepe in ingratitude and falſhood% and ſeeinge our juſt cauſe of warr with 
them is more to ſecure ourſelves from them then to gett ſatisfaction and profitt, and that 
your honour hath tryed all brotherly ways to the Kirke and Staite without ſucceſſe, but rey- 

ther to your owne wrong, I humbly conceave that your honour hath not fallen uppon the 
right way; for our beſt ſecurity and doing good to that poore and crafty ge their bate 
muſt be freedome and proffitt, to which end ways and meanes ſhould be uſed to make 
that people, eſpecially the common ſort, to be aſſured that it will be for there freedome and 
proffitt to ſubmitt to, or joyne with us, and that we will manumitt them, and mayntayn 
them in it, and acertayne there eſtaites and tenures freer and eaſier then to there Lords; if 


they ſhall not ſpeedely come in and comply with us, they mult expect the ſeverity of warr 
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to an obſtinate people: This to be held forth to them in ſome particulars in print, in the 
ſoyyth parts under your Excellencye's power, and further, as opportunities offer themſelves. 
' Your honour's declarations to the Staite and Kirke they will never ſuffer to be communicated 
to the people, nor are they themſelves in a capacity to treate, havinge there Kinge there, 
and owninge of him; nor will they ever give way to the utter aboliſhinge of there power

univerſality, honour and order, and by ſome eſteemed jure divino; yet the glory of that is

The next is preſbitery, that not daringe to owne the outward pompe and glory of the 
former, which they helped to drive out, aſſumed an humbler forme, pretendinge to the 
pureneſſe of the primative and apoſtolike tymes, yet clayminge as lardge and greater power 
over the conſcyences of the ſaints, as the former pretended unto, For makinge this good 
they held, that there was ſomethinge of jure divino in them, though they could not fix it;

; But we are ſure that the fruits of the ſpirit of truth, in thoſe that are truly godly, are 
love, charity, humbleneſſe, tender compaſſion to all men, wiſhinge unto them as to there- 
ſelves z not given to malice, envy, covetouſneſſe, ambition, the profitt and glory of this 
world. Now theſe things that ought to be done, are not performed by them, and thoſe 
which ought not to be are, their combination is ſo ſtronge, workinge ſo politickely, as they 
increaſe dayly; and will, for the baite held forth for it, are places and offices of proffitt and 
_eſteeme ; for without that marke of the godly, no man can attayne to them; howſoever, 
knowinge and fearinge God, really honeſt, and well- affected to the Government, and hav- 
ing attayned to that much honoured title, their vices and evills, will not be ſeene nor be- 
leeved ; but if aparant, then eſteemed as ſaints under temptation. By theſe men at thys time

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As account of the proceedings of the High Court of Fuſtice at Norwich, 


ON Friday morning, the 20th. of this month, ſeyen and twenty of the commiſ. Hee.25,1656: 
_J ſioners, named in the late act, eſtabliſhing the high court of juſtice in theſe parts, came | 


to attend the judges at their lodging; and, having taken the oath appointed by the ſaid act, 


did unanimouſly elect Mr. Juſtice Jermyn Lord Preſident of the court, and Mr. Juſtice. 
Puleſton and Mr. Juſtice Warburton his aſſiſtants ; after which (having firſt heard an honeſt. 
appoſite ſermon at St. Peter's church) the court met at the caſtle of Norwich, where the 
act, conſtituting the court, was publickly read; the commiſſioners called over; returnes of 
the warrants ſent by the councell to the ſheriffes of Norfolk, Eſſex, and Suffolk, were made; 
and the Lord Preſident, with an eloquent ſpeech, acquainted the people (which were very 


numerous) with the occaſion of their coming thither, and ſo adjourned the court to his 
own lodging. And finding the caſtle to be very inconvenient for the ſeſſion of the court, 


the Mayor of Norwich was appointed to fit up the new hall againſt the morning, which 
was done with much care and diligence; and the remainder of this Fryday was ſpent in 


preparing the charge for ſix of the moſt notorious actors in the late rebellion; which was 


done, and the evidence ſo digeſted, and councell fo inſtructed, that upon Saturday morning 


the court appeared in the new hall (being thirty-two commiſſioners with the judges.) The 


priſoners were brought to the barre, and the charge preſented by Mr. Weld ; the heads of. 


whoſe ſpeech, at the delivery thereof, I have taken the boldneſs to incloſe. They all pleaded 


not guilty ; whereupon witneſſes were examined, who did fo clearly prove the fact againſt 
them, (three witneſſes being the leaſt for each particular) that after about foure houres pub- 


licke triall, the court withdrew, having adjourned for one houre, where they declared them- 


ſelves in judgment and conſcience fatisfy*d, that they were all guilty of high treaſon; who. 
thereupon returned, Judgement being prayed by Mr. Edgar, and the ſentence of death was 
read unto them; one of thoſe rebellious hardned ſinners crying out publiquely, 1 ſhall 7 5

for my ſouveraigne Lord, and ſo God ſave King Charles; and as they were carried to t 


jayle, they did uſe the ſame language. The place of execution was appointed in the mar- 
ket- place of the city of Norwich, and they were accordingly executed this day; They were 
bold, notorious traytors, but very inconſiderable, and rather actors in the rebellion, than. 
contrivers of it. Thus it hath pleaſed God to enable the court to begin the work, to the 
terror of all evil-doers, but to the rejoycing of them that do well; and (with much humi- 
lity) I dare ſay the parliament's authority hath not been more publickly manifeſted in any 
place, or thing, then in the carriage of this preſent affaire. The court have ſent to Cam- 


ridge, where they are informed three of the principal contrivers are obſcured in ſome of 
the colledges, and are ready to proceed, to morrow morning, againſt fifteene more of the 
Priſoners now in cuſtody, that were actors in the buſineſſe; but their diſcoveries will not yet 
reach to the contrivers of the whole plott; which I doubt not but God will in his good time

being aſſured (by one Gage a Prieſt, who for the ſame purpoſe was delivered out of New- 
gate by the Councell) that the Parliament was victorious in Ireland and Scotland, and all 
things quieted in England, and himſelfe by deare experience, having ſeen part of his Bra- 
file Fleet ſurpriſed by Gen. Blake, and the remainder thereof threatned to. be ruined, held 
it his ſafeſt way to patch up a peace with England; to which end he commanded his Am- 
baſſadour in Holland, Don Anthonio de Sonſa, to make ſome overtures to that people. Yet 
doubting of that which fell out to be true afterwards, which was that he could not do it 
ſo conveniently from thence, he diſpatched Don John de Bimares, a Doctor of the law 
and Gentleman of his chamber, and one who lately had been employed in Sweden, in a 
ſhip. of Hamburgh, who arriving in the Iſle of Wight, the Governour thereof gave notice 
of bis atrivall to the Parliament; but before anſwer could be made thereto, Don John ar- 
rived at Southampton, and making his addreſſes to the Secretary of eſtate, Mr. Froſt was 
ordered by the Councell to adviſe him not to ſtirr thence untill further orders, and in the 
mean time to declare his quality and his buſines; whereto he anſwered, That he was a Ple- 
nipotentiary to confirme and eſtabliſh the peace betwixt both nations, which (to uſe his 
owne wordes) was not rupta but imerupta, whereto the Councell would have returned an- 
other anſwer, requiering a more exact account of the quality of his perſon, whether Am- 
baſſador, Agent, &c. allſoe if he had power to make reparations, for the Parliaments da- 
mages; allſo to let him know that the peace was abſolutely broaken. But he making be- 
ſides his addreſſes to the Parliament, they without more adoe, gave him a ſafe- conduct to 
come to London, whether he is come, with ſome twenty in his family, having taken Druery- 
houſe for his dwelling, Yeaſterday, by his Secretary, he ſent his credentialls coppied out 

to the Parliament, {being them Parlamentum Reipublice Anglia, But becauſe there did 

ariſe ſome queſtion about the manner of his reception, it is refered to a Committee of the 

Houſe to be reported on Tueſday, While theſe matters were in action, Don Alonſo de 

Cardenas, receaved credentialls dated at Madrid 2 Decembris 1650, to the Parliament of 


the Commonwealth of England. The credentialls of Portugall being dated at Liſbon 19

Decembris 1630. Hereupon Don Alonſo demanding audience, it was given him upon 


Thurſday laſt. The Earle of Saliſbury, Sir Henry Mildmay, and Sir Peter Wentworth be- 
ing ſent for him with the State's owne coache, with the armes thereupon, having diverſe 
gentlemen with thirty or forty other coacheggto attend him. Before Whytehall ſtood two 
troupes of horſe: in compleat armes; and Col, Backſted's regiment made a guard for him, 
through the Palace: Yard and Weſtminſter-hall to the Parliament door, The whole flore of 
the Houſe was covered with a rich Perſian carpet, and in the midſt of the Houſe, ſome- 


thing on the one ſide, ſtood a very rich chair of ſtate, with cuſhions, and a foot-ſtool, 


The Ambaſſador and all his attendance entered, the latter ſtaying during the audience be- 


tweene the doore and the bar. Don Alonſo having ſaluted the Speaker, and in a manner 


every, Member of the Houſe, he ſeated himſelfe in the chaire, and by the hands of Sir O. 


liver r er his credentialls to the Speaker, written in Latin, and ſigned at the 
bottome Philippus. That done, the Embaſſador with much gravity and reſpect declared in 


Spaniſh, the deſire his maiſter had to continue the amitie betwixt both nations; that the

N Sunday night laſt two parties of horſe, which came from about Galloway, under the 
commaund of the Lord Kenmoore's brother, the one conſiſting of about ſixty, the 
other about eighty, martched through Glaſcow toward Stereling; and I heare many of the 
malignants, from all parts, flock in to the King, and that he is gon to Aberdeene to ſett 
up his ſtandart ; but thereabouts they have noe great minde to riſe, They have had three 
randizvos in three counties lately, viz. Perthſhire, Forfare, and Kinkairne; but noe very 
great appearance, I have ſent your Excellencie a liſt of the King's new Colonels, who 
now are diſpatched to their ſeverall counties to raiſe their regiments, which being compleat- 

| ed (it is generally ſaid) they will ſtraight for England if poſſable. But I heard, this day, 
that they ſhortly intend (with what ſtrength vg can make) to viſitt us here, and after- 
wards to make their head quarters att Glaſcow z they have orders to provide forty days pro- 
viſion. I conceive, their deſigne will be (as ſoone as they are in any poſture) to lye as 
near and as cloſe to us as they can, to put us upon extreeme duty and bardhipps thinkeing 
thereby to weary and ſterve us; for it will not be long that we ſhall be able to ſubſiſt in 
theſe parts, if our army advance this way, without extraordinary good ſupplyes by ſea, both 

to the eaſt and weſtern parts. Some miniſters hereabouts, preach much ed the proceedings 
of the North, and many of the honeſter fort trimble to think of their condition; if that armie 
once ſett footeing on this ſide the river: Vett ſcarce any (even of the beſt principled) can be 
drawne to much charity towards us, though they whome we conferre with, acknowledge 
_ ſome convictions upon them. I wiſh ſome able miniſter were here to ſpeake in publique, 

and that I had ſome of Mr. Owen's ſermons, and other bookes to diſperſe amongſt them; 
many tells me they would gladly ſee and reade them, and confeſſeth they have been keeptt 
from them, and have not beene truely informed concerning our proceedings, I ſhould be 
glad your Excellencie would thinke of an honeſt able major for this regiment of foote, for 
the Lieutenant Colonell being ſicke, there is a greate want of one; but it would doe well if

to Major General Harriſon and Col. Sexby; but being there but ten daies, I was ſent for 
upp to the councell, ſince which I have cheifely attended the dark motions of the enemy, 
and through the mercy of God, have continually knowne the ſecretts of their hearts, and 
always gave timely diſcoveries of what they deſigned ; being much comforted in the ex- 
pectation of the goodneſs of God to this commonwealth, in uncoveringe their hidden things 
Upon the route at Dunbarr, the royall partie were much comforted in ſeeinge us deſtroy | 
their enemy, as well as ours, and immediately ſent away: to Denmarke, Swechiland; Haben, 
France, &c,/ to haſten their aſſiſtance, in regard the kirke muſt now either come under 
their ſnelter, or their command; and in England, the ſeverall agents were to give account 
to a dozen, of the ſtate of all their deſignes; whoe were immediately to repaire to the Lord 
Hopton at Utricht, and under the deepeſt ſecreſie, there to be in councell, to whom ſhould 
be imparted advice from all parts. Moſt of thoſe I knewe, and had ſeverall letters from 
them, which I anſwered, declaringe their buſineſs from weſt to north; that they were to 
mecte 2 October, Dutch ſtile, Thither I had two or three that could have gone and ſate in 
that councell, likewiſe have diſcovered and broken all the deſigne in Norfolke, which I 1 
erfectly knew, and could have gott the eight thouſand armes landed there from Holland; 
5 the one and the other were neglected, few believing that there was any ſuch thing, at

From that councell I received ſome letters of the account of things from Scotland and 
England, that all things were very well, that the 17 Nov; was their ultimate reſolution, 
and that by Chriſtmas their deſignes would bee in execution, and that wee ſhould not heare 
from them, till they gave us an alarme; and abundant more accounts of this nature were 
received. To effect that, a party of horſe were to ſlipp out of Scotland into England, then 
all on that ſide Trent were to riſe at once; the eaſtern aſſociation immediately in one night, 
Kent, Surry, and Suſſex, three nights after that; and the Weſt, ſeven nights after. One in 
Norfolke (which was moſt ripe for action) received a commiſſion, upon which, with ſome 
other mad fellowes, through the ordination of God, began the inſurrection, and at the ſame 
time Carr fell into Major General Lambert's quarters; the route to both ſtruck the wheels 
of their expedition a little aſide, otherwiſe by Chriſtmas the whole had been on foote. 
The next day after the riſeing in Norfolke, the great agent for Norfolke landed at Albrow,

By them your Excellencie will ſee, that the Scotts (beinge generallie Royall) intend to 
wait on you with an army, and with another body to march into England, their way by 
Carliſle, which they have deſigned, and by whom ; likewiſe their other preparations for that 
worke, in the ſurprizeing of Cheſter, Leverpoole, Hull, Scarborough, theſe as proper to 
their Generall Newcaſtle ; likewiſe what forces they have liſted for the field (viz.) in Derby, 


Stafford, and Lancaſhire, fourteen regiments of horſe and foote, whoe have had, to my 
knowledge, their coulours and armes theſe three months, and their commiſſions lately. Theſe 


are alſo to riſe as one man; and, to ſtrengthen their bodies, the horſe and dragoones that 
come out of North Wales, and other parts remote, are to be lodged in private gentlemens 
houſes in Weſtmoreland, For the middle counties, Loughborough commands, whoſe 
commiſſions are come over (viz.) for Northampton, Leiceſter, Warwick, Rutland, &c. 
many of whoſe names I have, as the Lord Montague, Sir John Norris, Col. Sawyer, Col. 
Nappier, Col. Chapman, Mr. Gifford, Clarke, Smyth, Dilliers, Mr. Knightly of Preſton, - 
&c. The rended eaſterne aſſociation is makeing up again, and there Buckingham is to bee 
Generaliſſimo; for Hartfordſhire, and about London, they are all ready, and only want their 
commiſſions, which are ſent for into Scotland by one of my agents, Mrs. Walters, alias 


Hamlin, whoe hath been by them imployed in all that buſineſs. They with Kent, Surry, and 


Suſſex, and London, are in one aſſociation. Kent, Surry and Suſſex have all their commiſſions, 


| knowe their poſts, and are very ſubtill. Four thouſand Germans and Engliſh, which New- 


caſtle, and Lieutenant General Carpe, negotiates (whoſe letters to the Kinge of Scotts and 
Buckingham concerning that I have, and from Ancram, &c.) are to land in Kent (for 
which ſome of the mony you ſee mentioned is intended) upon the ſurprize of Dover caſtle ;

Greenfield is to command Cornwall and 
Devon. opton, Dorſet, Sommerſet, Wilts, Hampſhire, Hereford ; Gloceſter cittie and 
countie, are very ſtrongely layd, ſoe is Hereford and Worceſter ; Maſſy and Col. Herbert 
Price beinge to bee there in chiefe, and Barkſhire, with Wallingford caſtle by Sir Richard 
Page, Capt. Mewes, &c. And thus have you, my Lord, all parts enconipaſſed, which I 


have not at randome, but upon the trueſt accounts, by which your Lordſhip will judge 
what is our condition, and what we have to doe. And yet, my Lord, moſt men believe

I am. bould to ſay, more unworthyneſs hath not yet 55 
offered to my underſtanding. Thoſe upon whom you looked as more excellent then thire 
fellowes, will appeare to be as baſe and meane as the worſt.

are many letters of the Cardinal Mazarin's owne writing, but in none of them any thing of

The levying thoſe men, 
and ſhipping them, occaſioned more diſpatches than your cn would imagine; but in 
moſt of the letters to the Cardinall Mazarin and the Count de Brienne, was ſomthing 
about the affaires of the late King. The principall paſſages I have gleaned out, and doe 
referr it to your Lordſhip's judgement, what further uſe you will make of the reſt, Your 
Lordſhip will ſee the French, thire beſt friendes, judgeth them the worſt and meaneſt of 
men, if not much leſs then what becomes men, as men to be.

I am ſure it is honorable to doe our buſineſs, and ſhut the doore of the Scots King for all

done. They have ſent to require twenty-eight ſhip taken from them at the Iſle of Sillie, 
of, the Scots King; if it be refuſed, thire Admirall Tromp is to follow with eight more, 
to compell them, My Lord, I have noe endes but thoſe of God and this Commonwealth, 
which makes me deſire to ſee thoſe men you now have to doe with, ſhut out of all hopes, 
I am confident, by the grace of God, we may do it.

. ſtood of againe; one that all the reſt tacked of againe. I demanded what the matter was;

in: Then I tack'd againe, and demanded againe what they ment to doe? They ſed, if ſhee 
would ſtaye, they would bear in againe, which they did; but the lee tyde being come, 
could not gane it, as I conceve, for ſhee tacked of againe, ſoe it fell darke, and much 
wind, that wee had much adoe to get clear of the ſhoar.

as was once in the late King's dayes proclaimed againſt the very word Parliament. Whereas 
if that nation were not as much blind- folded as otherwiſe enſlaved, ſaveing only the princi- 
pall efficients of the buſineſs, they would ſee that theire nationall church conſiſts of Papiſts 


and Sectaries, yea, and of Atheiſts, in a far greater meaſure then this nation doth of thoſe 


whom _ {till traduce with ſuch ignominious titles, though they cannot perſecute them in 
their = ons nor eſtates: As for Separatiſts, (if they may be ſo called, and not ra- 
ther the people of God, as the Jews were of old; ) ſurely they are the people who truly 
endeayour to immitate the churches in the New Teſtament, planted by the Apoſtles more 
then any others; and ever ſince God ſeperated light from darkneſs, he hath owned ſuch a 
a a people, and ſeperated them from the reſt of the world; he ſeperated Abraham from his 
kindred and country, and the Apoſtles ſeperated thoſe whom they gathered to the obedience 
of the Goſpell, from the froward generation of thoſe times; and our Bleſſed Saviour in that 


generall judgment of Adam's children, will ſeperate the ſheep from the goates, ſetting the 


one at his right-hand and the other at his left. So Separation is of ſuch antiquitie, neceſſitie, 
uttilitie, puritie, and permanencie, that in the begining, proceeding, and ending, there hath 
alwaies been, 1s, and will be a ſeparated people, both begun here, and continewed for ever 
hereafter, 3 - 4 | 
Wee ſee in civill things alſo, that there are ſeparations of good from bad, in a houſe, fa- 
milie, State, armie, and Commonwealth, yea, and in meate, drink, and apparell, fo are 
the tares from the good ſeed, the chaffe from the wheate, and the precious from the vile 
and heaven muſt be begun (by a ſeparation from the children of darknes) upon earth, or elſe 
it cannot be perfected in that eternitie of glory in the heavens. And for our better direction 
in ſo requiſite and dutifull a worke, wee muſt endeavour as well to advance as to embrace 
the puritie of Chriſt's glorious goſpell, and as wee are taught therein, according to the ſim- 
plicitie that is in Chriſt, ſo to walk and grow up in him from one degree of grace to ano- 
ther, untill in end he perfect grace with glorie. And for all thoſe whom God hath autho- 
rized with power in any nation for the performing the dutie of reformation, thoſe matchles 
practices of that moſt zealous young King Joſiah, is a moſt perfecte patterne whiles there 
is any time or opportunitie z for he quite demoliſhed all the high places, altars, groves, 
and ſuch like abominations, and eſtabliſhed the ſincere worſhip of God, without doing either 
more, leſſe, or otherwiſe. | | 


And that it may appeare I wiſh no man to doe but what I have endeavoured (through | 
manifold infirmities) myſelf, both in the higheſt of things, as well ſpirituall as temporal}, 


and in the worſt of times, as well many yeares before as ſince the begining of theſe trou- 
bles, beſides my full ſhare of the generall calamities, even in witneſſing againſt the 
corrupt and abuſed authorities of both theſe nations upon ſeverall occaſions, without the 
leaſt outward encouragement, meaſure or degree of reparations, notwithſtanding all my ſuf- 
ferings, actings, diſburſings, loſſes, hinderances, exiles, and innumerable vexations; with- 
out any further feare or favour to one-perſon or State more than another, where I perceived 
400 corruption or ſelf-intereſts, or grievances unredreſſed, as at this preſent there are too 
manie; for neither are the firſt Lord Generall's ſouldiers like to be payed, (though it had 
been only in policie, having ſo much to doe in all the three nations with the ſouldiery) nor 
the intolerable excize like to be removed off the ſhoulders of the poore, in the way of ſubſi- 
dies upon the rich, nor yet any effectuall courſe taken to regaine the hearts or affections even 
of the Commonwealth's owne friendes, who have adhered moſt conſtantly to the Parliament 
in all theſe times, chiefly by advanceing of trade and hearing the wofull cryes of the poore, 
inſtead of grinding their faces any more; as we ſpake to your honour at ſome conferences 
before you went to Ireland. - 75 5 7 „ 

For makeing the ſick and diſeaſed body of this coffe Commonwealth whole and ſound againe 
untill it recover its former ſtrength in God's owne good time, it is the judgment of the beſt 


Doctors in ſuch publick caſes, that there were a through purge prepared againſt this ſpring 


already begun, as hath bein upon ſuch other occaſions, but went not far enough on.

put to work and labour in ſome ſtrong houſe in every citie, untill they were able to pay the 
whole debt; by this meanes there might be a great army of trained ſouldiers, to ſerve the 
State upon all occaſions, without preſſing of any one man. 
But to leave theſe and many other to your honours conſideration and compaſſion, both 
knowing and feeling them better then I can expres, as I have bein alwayes aſſiſtant to the

ing into this nation to doe, were notwithſtanding all (by gracious divine providence) not

meanes, then (I think) ever yee would have required, chiefly if they would have uſed you cour- 


teouſſy, and yeelded at firſt unto any juſt or reaſonable demand, and that there is not the leaſt ap-

One of the three parties 8 the garriſons of Edenburg, Leeth, Lithgow, and other 
places) to be about Falkirk, Bannockburn, and as neare Stirling as poſſibly there can be 
ſhelter or other accomodations ; to attend the enemyes ſally ing out upon all occaſions, and to 
encreaſe your number as they increaſe theirs, if the other meanes of prevention here enſuing 
be not timely enough uſed, or prove not ſo effectuall as could be wiſhed ; that the fore-end 
of your forces may rather deale with the fore-end of theirs, before they come all out of 
Stirling, then to permit them all to come forth and engage with yon before yee be a- 
warrie, and fo run over you, and come hither, as their confederats here do boaſt and ex- 
ct. And I ſuppoſe yee will eaſily guard what paſſages may be aſſayed weſtward from Stir- 
ing ; ſo that in effect, there is but that one gapp or paſſage to attend, enſure, and fill up, 
if yee be not able to purſue it in haſte by ſtrength in the way of beſieging, which though 
yee were, yee may happily beſtow it better otherwiſe (as ſhall be made appeare;) at leaſt, 
untill eaſier and better exploits be done firſt, as yee had proofe enough at your firſt ente- 
rance, when yee chuſed rather with'great patience and diſcretion to ſtand ſtill, as it were, 
and behold the ſalvation of God, then any wiſe to be raſh or furious in dangerous courſes, 
without ſome cither hopefull or apparent advantages. One of the Engliſh records doth men- 
tion the death and rooting of 100,000 Engliſhmen in the dayes of Edward II. about Stir- 
ling, by 30,000 Scotts, „ Oe: Bruce being King of Scotland and Captain Generall, ſo it 
being ſo ſtrong and difficult a place, eaſier and as needfull exploits are beſt firſt, and that 
alſo in its time, as Edenburgh caſtle came not firſt, but laſt of all, 
The ſecond party to enter Fife, and the third to enter Angus or Mearns, both which the 
harder they are to obtaine, the more wiſe courſes and meanes muſt be uſed, and the moſt 
likely places and commanders chuſed and employed for ſuch conſiderable attempts, and 
the ſpeedier they are done after one another, the greater amazement and terrour will ſeaze 
therewith upon the enemy, ſo that they will not know whether to draw their forces eaſt or 
weſt, or ſouth or north, being ſo environed and compaſſed about in all places, even where 
they expected greateſt ſafetie, as it were in their bed-chambers or greateſt caſtles, enjoying 
their profitts and pleaſures, . 5 | 


To deſcend into particulars, concerning the firſt, viz, Fife, or that county next Stirling, 
called Culrosſhire (as I remember) either of which, if yee endeavoure to enter, for they lye 
together, the moſt feaſable and hopefull places both to be entered and kept, are (in my opi- 
nion) theſe four in chief; viz. Innerkething, Aberdour, Pettyturre (or Kinghorne Har- 
bour,) and Anſtruther (or Craill, neare adjoyning) becauſe there are iles in the ſea or river 
mouth of Forth, foregoing all theſe, which may be a ſhelter both for ſouldiers, veſſells 
with proviſion and ammunition to be kept there in readines, attending for any advantage. 
The firſt is Inchgarvie, (it yee cannot obtaine Forſyth caſtle, about two or three miles 
higher,) haveing a ruined caſtle in the midle betweene the two ſhores of Queenesferry, being 
two miles broad z the north ſhore. on Fyfe ſide, haveing a little village, and a mile of ground 
ſquare from thence to Innerkerhinge of indifferent hight all through within the ſea, untill 
yee come to the further end neare the towne, where it deſcendeth or becometh low ; and the 
ſea, with ſome induſtrie, might be made to go about it, at that end, as well as the reſt of 
it, and ſo the more caſily both obtained and kept. Upon the eaſt-ſide of this hill or mile 
of ground, doth adjoyne one of the beſt harbours or havens of a hundred, if not of a thou- 

_ ſand, haveing alſo a faire enterance, as well as a large compaſſe within; and alſo almoſt a 
mile on the eaſt-ſide as well as on the weſt within the land, where the town ſtandeth and 
the ſea ebbeth and floweth much like the forme of a horſeſhoe ; which 17 in regard of 
the hill, ſo eaſily to be encloſed with the ſea, and the conveniencie of ſuch an excellent har- 
bour, and that all the north people might avoid ſuch a troubleſome peece of fea ( 28 
8401 ; 1 th ſeven 
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ſeven miles broad) to come to Edenburgh on every ſleight occaſion, by ſuites at law or 
dotherwiſe, and that Fife is ſo conſiderable, comodious, and populous a county, hath been 
thought the worthieſt ſituation for the head citie of Scotland, either to have bein built on 
the hill alone, with the ſea round about encloſed, and the harbour on the eaſt ſide for ſhips 
to ly in, and all about for other veſſels, dy to have bein ſituated round about the harbour, 
and only the paſſage out and in left open; ſo that the ſhips ſhould have lyin in the midle 
of the citie, and bein ſheltered in a moſt ſafe, rare, and excellent manner, with the hills 
and houſes about, (better then ſix of Leeth and Burnteland) from all ſtormy winds and tem- 
peſtuous weather, h ” | 11 5 . 
Aberdour is both the next, and next beſt, if not the beſt of all, for eaſines of ſur- 
prizing, becauſe of the nearnes of the next ile called Inchcombe, being within half a 
mile to Fyfe ſide, near to the village of Aberdour, and the ile better then ſix of the for- 
mer, haveing an abbay, and ſhelter enough for the uſe aforeſaid; yea, yee may make a 
bridge of boits for ſo narrow a cutt and ſhort a paſſage, and haveing as much ſhelter in 
the iland from their ſhotts, almoſt as the enemy can have on the land ſide from yours, the 
like accomodation is no where in all that fea coaſt, or river mouth, which is about fifty 
miles in length; I meane, before the river become narrow, or not navigable for ſhipps: 
For although yee would attempt to enter there, where ſhips can not ſayle, then yee would 
want ſupplie of proviſion from your ſhips ; but almoſt all above the Queene's ferry, where 
| ſhips can paſſe, the ſea is about two miles broad, Yet doe yee as the Lord ſhall direct 
your heart; but with diſcretion, to reject ſome advices, how wiſe ſoever they may ſeem to 
be, and accept of theirs who are moſt ſkilful, faithfull, and give beſt reaſons, though it 
were but of ſuch a poore wiſe man, as the wiſeſt of men affirmeth, to deliver a litle citie, 
wherein there was but few men, from all the forces of a great King, and yet no man re- 
garded that poore man, though wiſedome was better (as it is {till often times) then weapons

As for the other two places, viz. Pettyture (the harbour of Kinghorne) half a mile weſt 
from thence and the other, Anſtruther, or Craill ; againſt the firſt is the ile of Inch-keath, 
a faire ile, which I ſuppoſe is well knowne now both to your ſeamen and ſouldiery ; it lyeth 
three miles from the north ſhore, and therefore not altogether ſo convenient as any of the 
former. And for the fourth iland called May, at the eaſt end of Fife, being the furtheſt 
part of the river mouth, or almoſt as far eaſt as Barwicke, though of a vaſt diſtance, it is - | I 
about four miles from Anſtruther, and fyve from Craill ; and therefore, although it be the 6 | 
faireſt, if not fairer then all the other three, yet it is far from the ſhore, and ſo les uſe to . 
be made thereof, for this purpoſe, though that place of Fyfe is both moſt fertile, rich, and 
pulous of all that county; which if it could be entered, there are two hills, Largo- law 
and Kelly-law, which would be very great ſafeguards, with ſmall garriſons to keep all that 
eaſt corner of Fyfe, where there are a number of little ſea towns round about, except at 
the north part, where the two hills ſtand at a diſtance from one another, and both of them 
at a diſtance likewiſe from the ſea, and but four miles from St. Andrewes, and from thence 
ſix miles to Dondee, with croſſing two miles of ſea, being about ... other miles to the eaſt 
ferry, or mouth of the river Tay, and it is two miles broad alſo over to the county of 
Angus, and ſo into the north and maigne land of Scotland; but a litle further into the ſea, 
before the river mouth begin, are very dangerous quickſands for ſtrange ſhips to enter with- 
out a guide, which are called Drumley ſands, and have huggetts chained at anker, for 
knowing to go right betweene them to Dondee or Perth, _ 17 a 


Now, to come to the third party of your army, which (F-faid) might be allotted for 
Angus, if the Lord will be pleaſed ſo to encreaſe your number, and grant your deſire, 
even like a Moſes to deliver that poore enſlaved and diluded people from greater bondage 
in that free nation, then ever Egyptian taſkmaſters impoſed upon the Iſraelits; if Fyfe be 
not eaſily nor ſpeedily entered, to prepare for Angus, where, I ſuppoſe, there are no ſuch 
gariſons nor fortifications, as there are in Fife, where yee are daylie and nightlie expected 
on all parts to enter, If yee could either go on a ſudden to Aberbrothok or Montrois ; the 
one being about ten miles, and the other twenty miles north eaſt from Dondee, on the 
| fame coaſt, which are ſcarce ſo far over from Newcaſtle, as from thence to Edenburgh or 
Leeth; or yet aſſay to enter at a houſe called Read Caſtle, three miles nearer then Mont- 
rois, ſurely it might 1 a good and proſperous attempt; for that is the midle body, or 
| beſt of Scotland, and yet feweſt towns to reſiſt, but great men and countrey people diſ- 
perſed; and beſides, it is the chiefe and only paſſage there and at Brechin, the next towne, 
ſome few miles nearer the hills, where all the ſouldiers muſt gather to the young King from 
the North. So if that great Euphrates were ſtopt, yee would ſpeedily make him ſo far 
from endeavouring any more to bring an army to Stirling, with ſuch violence as to troad 
you all down, and ſo go freely into England, where he hath abundance of friends (as I 
ſaid) who will ſpend their lives and eſtates for him; that he wold be glade to eſcape your 
hands, and flye to the mountains for his ſafety and portion; yea, and be glad alſo to enjoy 
the ſame in peace, without any more warre or trouble, © 


Montrois 
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Montrois is a very conſiderable town, ſituated on a river a mile from the ſea, in the moſt 


| eren place, for all ſorts of graine, in Scotland, haveing ſhips, and moſt of all things 
[ 


ke Ayre in the Weſt, with pleaſant fields about it, and might eaſily be made ſtrong, haveing 
links like Leeth, but far better, If the enemy hath 1 of poſſeſſing all places beyond 
Forth, now at once, yee have advantage, who are on this ſide the river, what place yee 
will chuſe to aſſault on a ſudden, with your chiefeſt forces, to break through theirs into an 
enterance, which may be more eaſily, if not ſpeedily effected, (God granting the bleſſing,) 
then they can remove their other forces from other places, to make that place the ſtrongeſt 
for oppoſing you. And though (like wattermen) ye have your faces one way, and row 
our boitts another way, I meane, pretend to ſett on in two oe at one time, and yet 
intend to aſſault but one, that they may be employed in both with their number and ſtrength, 
and ſo that one place, where then yee are, will be the weaker againſt you, for your better, 
caſter, and ſpeedier enterance, Then if fo things in this manner cometh to pas, God ſhall _ 
have moſt glory, and yee greateſt comfort; doubtles it will be a lawful deceit to deceive 
deceivers, and pay them home with their owne coyne. VVV | 

If ye ſhould enter Montrois, yee might ſpeedily be maſter of the fields any where, and 


take your owne time and laſer to beſiege gariſons in the ſommer ſeaſon. As for beſieging 


of Stirling, it will be to little purpoſe, untill yee have alſo a ſpeciall ſtrength on the other 


fide of the river, as well as on this, that you may both hinder them of intelligence, as well 
as proviſion, otherwiſe they will weary you out, haveing no ſhelter, and they well accomo- 
dated, as firſt yee had proofe of ſuch wants at Edenburgh and Leeth, before the battell 
at Dunbar: But once getting on both ſides of Stirling, and hindering their paſſage, and 
gathering from the north, yee may ſpeedily get Stirling, becauſe the town cannot long 


indure ſhutting up, but muſt yeeld, and thereafter the caſtle, as Edenburgh caſtle did. For 


yee might either go north to Aberdeene, being thirty miles north from thence, or to Don- 


dee, being twenty weſt, or to Perth, thirty-ſix miles weſt, only there are ſome rivers for 
which I doubt not but yee will tranſport boits 3 haveing once entered in any other parte 
then now yee are, So that there are three ſpeciall things which yee are always to endea- 
vour. 1, To enſure (as I ſaid) what yee have already, 2%, To enſure Stirlinge paſſage : 
If they hinder you to come on that ſide, ſtop yee them alſo on this ſide. And, 30% En- 
deavoure to ſtop the gathering of their forces either in Fife or Angus, if not in both, as 
yee ſee cauſe, need, or occaſion ; wherein, if it pleaſe God to proſper you, a fewer number 
will hedge them in at Stirelinge z yea, and they will begin to ſleight that place, if yee enter 
the other two countyes, Fyfe and Angus, as they did ſleight Edenburgh and Leeth, when 
God was pleaſed to fight for you at Dunbar, _ 

And by this meanes (I hope) yee ſhall fruſtrat the high expectations both of ſtateſmen 
and clergymen there; the one ſeeking their high offices and preferments at court, and the 
other riſing early and ſadling their aſſes, like the ſones of Beor, to hunt after the pluralities 
of benefices, tithes, obventions, and oblations, and rather to curſe and raill both on ma- 
giſtrats, army, and people, yea, and to have other ſeaven yeares warres in all the three na- 


tions, then to want one years tithes and oblations for fulfilling of their covetous, ambitious, 


and inſatiable defires z whereof upon ſeveral occaſions of appointed conference I, with Mr. 
Grafton and Mr, Chidley, and ſome others, warned your honour aboundantly of ſuch men, 
chiefly when you ſaid, That you might partake of their exerciſe of gifts, 404 witnes againſt 
the unlawfulnes of their functions; unto which, I hope, you had then ſatisfactory anſwers 
in the privy garden the laſt meeting, Mr. Knight and another being preſent with us three. 
And doubtles you have gained much more experience of their malice and wickednes ſince, 
chiefly where now you are, then ever before; ſo that I hope your honour will be the more 
warry, that no man ſpoile you any more, through philoſophie and vaine deceit, after the 


| traditions of men, and rudiments of the world, and not after Chriſt ; but as you have 


learned Chriſt according to his ſimplicitie, ſo to walk in him as you may have comfort in 
the great day of the . appearing.

W EE muſt begg your pardon for our long ſilence in not writing to you, and truly wee 
ſee cauſe of ſhame to ourſelves, that perſons pertaking ſoe largely of the goodneſs of 
God as wee have, ſhould be no more carefull to bee ſpeaking of it to his praiſe one to an- 
other; eſpecially, conſidering how frequently this was practiſed by the people of God, 
to their great benefitt and advantage at all times; as alſoe how uſefull it might be to us to 
uphold the weake hands and droopeing hearts of each other, under the weighty and diffi- 
cult worke that God hath called us to. And, indeed, wee have only this to ſay, by way of 
extenuation, that the much diſtracted buſineſs wee have had, beſides the diſperſt condition 
wee have beene in, in this laſt ſummer's ſervice, hath been much the occation of it. But 
God, in much goodneſs haveing brought us (though in a condition not leſs diſperſed, but 
rather more yett to a little reſt and freedome in our winter quarters) wee thinke it our duty 
to give you an account of his goeings amongſt us, both in wayes of mercy and Judgment, 
which have beene wonderfull; but in all, wee muſt ſay hee hath exerciſed much of the 
bowells of a father towards us, for which wee deſire, you with us, may praiſe his name; 
which is the greate end wee have in preſenting theſe lines to you. i 1 
Wee ſhall not need to tell you what condition wee were in when the Lord Lieutenant left 
us, hee being better able to doe that then our penns; wee ſhall only ſay this, that the cal- 
ling away a man ſoe ſuperlatively uſefull, ſoe owned by God, and fitted to goe before us in a 
worke of this nature, as the worke of this nation is, was none of the ſmalleſt of our tryalls, 
eſpecially, if you conſider the time of doeing this, which was before either ſupplyes of men 
or money (both ſoe much wanted as at that time) came to us, as alſo immediately upon that 
ſore breach, made up by the Lord, upon us at Clonmell ; which was the heavieſt of that 
kinde that ever wee underwent, either in England or here. But our God (whoſe wayes in 
all theſe thinges were in the waters, and his footeſteps in the greate depths) was not diſcern- 
ed by us, and therefore wee were troubled, even when hee was docing us the greateſt good 
by laying us low, and paſſing the ſentence of death upon us in all our carnall confidences 
and dependances, and thereby teaching us to truſt in himſelf alone, in whom is everlaſting 
ſtrength ; but all this not being enough to doe that worke (with other things alſoe, which 
he intended concerning us) hee brake in with that heavy ſtroke of the peſtilence upon all 
our guarriſons, and 1 all our quarters, eſpecially at Dublin, Wexford, Roſs, and 
Clonmell, by which hand of his hee laid heapes Won eapes, and (which was moſt grie- 
vous) removes that diſtinction and difference which formerly he had in mercy putt, and 
kept between us and the people of the nation, and by this he ſweeps away in that common 
deluge many precious ones, and ceaſeth not there, but came into our army; but with much 
tenderneſs, as if his bowells had yearned towards us, and hee would not have ſmitten us but 3 
that hee knew not elce how to awaken us; but at laſt, by all theſe ſad ſtroakes from hea- 
ven, wee were raiſed out of that ſleepy ſecure condition to call upon his name, ſeeke his 
face, and begg to know his minde in theſe his judgements, which while wee were doing he 
both diſcovered the ſinn which was our departure and backſliding from him, forgetting him 
and the things hee hath done for us growing cold, and dead in our dutyes one towards an- 
other, as alſoe towards his worſhip and ſervice, together with our love of the world, and too 
much conforming to the faſhions of it, not 1 ourſelves from, but pertakeing 
with the natives of this countrey in their ſinn, and ſoe pertakeing in their e Snag and 
on a ſuddaine, whileſt hee was diſcovering his minde to us, in anſwere to our deſires, he was 
alſoe pleaſed to abate that judgement verry much in moſt of thoſe places, and even hen hee 
was judgeing us for our iniquity z yett hee carryes on the worke in our hands, giveing u 
the ſtrong holds of the enemy to us, as Waterford, Duncannon, Carloe, Sc. And while! 
the enemy was rejoyſeing at thoſe ſad hy hg e's under which God was pleaſed to exer- 
cize us, and from theſe, together with the Lord Lieutenant's departure, and other carnall 
= rounds thereupon, did endeavour to prepare to rally all they could to ruine us; yett the 
Fo was above them in all their proud thoughts and made good that word upon them - 
(which was faithfully told them, when their churchmen putt forth their declaration, by way 
"oFanſwere to it) in the 8 of Iſayah, Aſſociate your ſelves, and you ſhall bee broken to peeces; 
take councell together, and it ſhall not ſtand; for God is with us, And this was fullfilled upon 
them in a verry ſignall manner, quent N. ae that army, that the church looked upon as 
molt purely and ſingly their owne, which was under the command of the Biſhop of 
Clogher in the north, and this defeate given in reſpect of the time ſoe ſraſonably, when Sir 
Charles Coote had ſent Col. Venables to us to acquainte us with all their ſtraites, which, in- 
deed, at that time were many, the enemy being gott with a maſtering force, neare three 
times their nombers, into the verry heart of their quarters, and at this time were calling a 
councell of officers together, to adviſe what to doe; it was reſolved and concluded upon

that noe helpe could bee had from us, and yett then when our poore freinds in the Nortli 


were diſpayreing of accompliſhing any thing with their owne ſtrength, and expecting ſome 
from us, which wee could not ſpare neither; the Lord ſtepps in and workes gloriouſly in 
defeating that whole army, by a handfull of poore, heartleſs, helpleſs creatures; ſoe that 
according to this, it may bee ſaid even with us, as well as with you, Lo! what hath God

| Aﬀer this the-Lord ledd us to other worke, with our army, towards Limbrick and Ath- 
lone; and though he gave in ſeverall places of ſtrength to that party towards Limbrick, 
yet the whole worke was not without its difficulties alſo, Beſides, in a greate meaſure, the 
fruſtrateing of our intentions in getting over the Shannon, and not only ſoe, but alſo ſuffering 
the enemy to come over and take in ſome ſmall places that wee had guarriſoned ; and upon 


this, they grow agayne to a very greate confidence of regaining all they had loſt on a ſud- 


daine, and upon ſuch confidence growe numerous, nere five thouſand in one body, beſides 
diverſe ſmaller ; but by all this the Lord did but give us an advantage, which wee had be- 

fore in vaine marcht many a mile to gett, viz, an opportunity of engaging them. They 

in regard of their nomber and place they had putt themſelves into, which was an iſland 

neare the Shannon, which wee could come but one way to, and that over three paſſes which 

they had fortifyed and kept. Yett there the Lord broke them and their confidence toge- 

ther, by a verry inconſiderable nomber of ours, routed all of them, kilfd-many, drowned 

more in the river that they made their refuge, viz. the Shannon; ſoe that, according as he 

did to his people of old, when hee tooke them by the hand and ledd them out of the land 

of Egypt by a ſtrong, and ſtretched out arme, foe hath hee wrought for us and againſt our 
enemies; and ſoe in much mercy hath left us large ſupportes for faith in future ſtraites, 

from the experience hee hath given us, of his dealing with us in theſe,  _ 

Give us leave now to preſent you with a view of ourſelves under theſe mercies, and this 
wee muſt with ſhame to ourſelves ſay, wee have not returned according to what wee have 
receaved ; too much of a proud, vaine, fooliſh, worldly ſpiritt is yet amongſt the beſt of us, af- 
ter all theſe ſhakeings 410 awakenings, ſtill forgetting God, and growing cold and dead to him 
and his wayes. Concerning this eſpetially, deare brethren, minde us at the throne of grace: 
I ou cannot but be ſenſible of our condition heere, from what hath beene (wee beleeve ere 

now) related to you, of God's hand towards us, in takeing away (out of that ſmall nom- 
ber wee brought at firſt) many choice inſtruments, ſoe that you may well conclude our 
nomber few that are remayning, and our temptations the more from ſuch wants, yett 
through grace, ſome wee have, who are liveing in theſe dying times, whoſe breathings are 
much after ſingle, and ſincere hearted walkeing with the Lord, deſireing and ſtriveing to bee 
freed from that body of ſinn, and death within them, by the law of the ſpiritt of life in 


Chriſt Jeſus, and to bee kept by the power of God, againſt all thoſe temptations wee dayly 
meet with from without, whoſe only comfort lyes in this, that hee that hath been the author, 
will alſo bee the finiſher of his one worke, to his prayſe ; for all which hee hath, in 


ſome meaſure, given us hearts to ſeeke and waite. 1 | 

Wee ſhall crave leave next to preſent you with what ſpiritt and minde the Lord hath 
carryed us towards you, and that greate worke in your handes in Scotland, concerning which 
wee have had many thoughts of hearte, ſomtimes fearing that they that ſent you, or you 
that were ſent, had made too much haſt, and had not acted enough in a ſpiritt of for- 
bearance towards the people of that nation. And although we knew the provocations given 
by them to England were greate, yett whither you, according to Chriſtian rules and prin- 
ciples, ought not to have borne longer, wee did ſomewhat queſtion, yett ſoe as wee did 
| beleeve this was butt your weakneſs at the moſt, and that the Lord, for his name's ſake, 
would pardon it, and do you good notwithſtanding. And truly, when wee had our dayes 
of ſeekeing God, in regard of his hand upon us here, your condition was oft minded by 
us to the Lord, of whom wee did earneſtly agayne and agayne begg that an engagement to 
bloud with the people then ſwaying in that nation might be prevented, if his will were, 
becauſe. wee did beleeve many of the Lord's people that were pretious in his ſight, and in 


ours alſoe, might bee amongſt them; in regard of whom wee did deſire, with ſome ear- 


neſtneſs, and ſome meaſure of ſincerity of heart, if the will of the Lord were, ſome way 


or other might bee found out towards an accommodation, yett withal begging if this might 


not bee, that the Lord would ſhew himſelfe a righteous judge in anſwering appeales on 
both ſides, which wee then underſtood were made. And that which did much induce our 


hearts to beleeve that God would foe ſhew himſelfe, was partly thoſe unheard of juglings 


and deceipts (yea joyn'd with ſolemne appeales to a God of truth for decideing) that wee 
perceived to bee amongſt that people in the whole buſineſs, together with that unchriſtian 
like carryage towards you, in the rejecting and ſcorning all overtures made by you, that 
might have tended to a right underſtanding, Theſe things, with that blameleſs converſa- 
tion that God led you to act with amongſt them, by them ſoe much ſleighted, and little 
regarded, wee did indeed thinke would bee a ſwift witneſs againſt them to overcome ano- 
ther way, if not that way intended, as att laſt, in that greate and glorious engagement we 


beleeve 
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beleeve it was; which in reſpect of the righteouſneſs and truth of God therein diſcovered, 
as well as his wonderfull and gratious workeing for you, when brought verry lowe, was to us 
matter of exceeding and tranſporting joy, while they lay before us. as objects of pittie; and 
ſince then wee have heard of God's witneſſeing further againſt them in the buſineſſe of 
Collonell Carr, and the delivery of Edenburgh caſtle, with the effects produced thereby, 
which wee underſtand to bee a returne of thoſe judged moſt conſcientious, from thoſe 
ways of folly and perverſeneſs in joyning with their new King, which wee feare many, a- 
gainſt too cleare a light within them, have purſued ; yet this is to us a cauſe of rejoiceing, 
to ſee thoſe ſeperations in any meaſure made betweene the pretious and the vile, and that 
the Lord 6 ſoe layd out the worke, that you have now only that intereſt to ingage a- 
gainſt, that God hath ſo evidently and eminently hitherto blaſted, with all that have putt 
hands to help to uphold it, and we are confident will ſtill, if hee teach you but to keepe 
And now, deare brethren, wee have from all but this to ſay to you, with our owne 
ſoules, in that 1% Samuel xii. and the laſt; Only feare the Lord, and ſerve. him in truth, 
with all your heartes, for conſider how greate things hee hath don for you, Take heed 
of a forgettfull and ungratefull ſpiritt. Remember Hezekiah's ſin and judgment, 24 Cronicles, 
xxxii, and 25, and take heed of makeing it yours. The Lord is come neere to you and us, 
and hee is holy, and will bee ſanctified 5 all that drawe neare him, in one way or other. 
Oh ! that hee might not bee neceſſitated to diſtrayne for his praiſe and glory from us, and 
(that hee may not) lett us bee often calling upon one another (yea, be you likewiſe ſoe 
amongſt yourſelves) to live, and walke, as becomes a people neare ſuch a God, and under 
ſuch high and choiſe diſpenſations of mercy as wee are, that wee may appeare a people 
(in our whole courſe) to his praiſe, being redeemed from the world, dying dayly to all its 
excellencies, which are not any of them objects ſutable for our delight or love, that our 
converſation may tell the world wee are not of itt, butt are ſtrangers, and pilgrims here, 
travelling through it towards our owne countrey and citty, whoſe maker and builder is 
God. To this end wee beſeech you ſtirr up the grace that is in you, by a frequent admo- 
niſhing, exhorting, reproveing and watching one over another. Wee beleeve your condi- 
tion requires it as well as ours, which makes us thus ſpeake, you haveing your temptations 
attending you, which will prove ſnares to you, unleſs the Lord in the uſe of meanes, keep 
up your ſpiritts. And wee beſcech you, conſider how farr ſome have gon in good workes, 
and wayes, and yett have fallen ſhort, and that the promiſe is to him that holds out to the 
end, that overcomes, that is faithfull to the death, to him only is the promiſe of the 
crowne of life; and therefore wee exhorte you as bretheren and fellow heires of the 
| ſame inheritance and portion with us, that you will gird up the loynes of your mindes, 
and hope unto the end, for you and wee have need of patience, that foe when we have 
don the will of God, (which wee are now about) wee may receive the promiſe. And 
wee beſeech you make it your buſineſs to bee exalting God, by beleeving in him (even 
in your next ſtreights) and keeping cloſe to him, and begging earneſtly the ſame thing 
for us, for this is our ſtrength ; and whenever this leaves us, wee ſhall bee weake as 
other men, yea the weakeſt of men, whom wee now moſt contemne, in that day ſhall 
trample upon us, for it is only in his name that wee have- don valiantly ; yea, hee 
it is that hath trodden down our enemies for us. So commending you to him, and 
what wee have ſaid to the more full and effectuall teachings of his ſpiritt, which we deſire 
may ever bee your guide, to lead you into all truth, and bring to your remembrances thoſe 
things you may bee moſt apt to forgett, that concerne you, either in your duty to God or 
men, wee deſireing nothing more for you and. ourſelves, then that wee may be all found 
faithfull in the day of Jeſus Chriſt, which is now haſtening, when every worke ſhall bee 
made manifeſt, for the day ſhall declare it. The Lord, in whom you beleeve, rejoice, ſtand. 
and overcome, be ever with you, is the prayer and deſire of your brethren, and fellow la- 
bourers in the worke of God and their country for you.

As wee were, wee have propounded it to the Parliament, and they 
have conſented to the ſame, to give the Councell liberty to take into pay for three months 
4000 foote beſides officers, the charge of which will come to about 18, or 19,000 /. and 
by the meanes hereof, wee ſhall be able to ſend you by ſea, and ſhip them, as. we hope, 
next week, a thoufand foote under Lieutenant Collonel Cobbet, out of Baxter's regiment, 
whom we ſupply again by other new companies for the preſent, and Gibbons his whole re- 
giment (all but one troope that went up with Ingolſby) conſiſting of 1100 men, which we 
ve ordered to Leith, and we truſt will be ſpeedily with you, if the Lord favour them 
with winde and weather : And haye a third regiment of foote for you to march out of Che- 
ſhire, if your want of them ſhall'be found to be greater then ours, we deſiring to have a 
foundation of a force in the midland parts as well of foote as of horſe, againſt all events;

you write for from the office of the Ordnance, this morning they were ordered forthwith to.

F this prove an unſeaſonable time to move you in any private buſineſſe, I doe only hope 

for your pardon, upon what neceſſitates me thereto ; which is, my Lord's, deprivement 
of that benefitt and favor you were pleaſed formerly to grant him [by licenſing his re- 
turne and enjoyment of his eſtate in Ireland,] by an order of 155 iſſued from the Commiſo 
ſioners Generall, to the Comrmiffioners of the revenew, for to ſtopp ſome leavyes of monyes 
intended by my Lord, in and about Bandon, This order, grounded meerly upon an infor- 


mation, (as appeares by the coppy of it herewith preſented to your Excellency,) was by theſe 
latter 6 teht beyond what it will literally beare; for they have eee it 
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to the ſtopping of my Lord's rents in all places, and in ſuch a time as the lands were juſt 
then to be {ett for the enſuing yeere; ſoe that tis to be doubted they will for the moſt part 


lye waſt, if ſome redreſſe be nott had F ; the tenants ſtanding at gaze, nott knowing 
what to doe. To cleare the ground of all this buſineſſe, which T may very properly terme 
a miſtake, I doe heer with much truth informe your Lordſhip, that about NEE laſt, 
my Lord was fo infinittly preſſed for mony by his creditors, that he was reduced to the ne- 
ceſſity of trying all wayes to raiſe ſome for the allaying their fury, or elſe; to give upp his

This 
M is to aſſure yow all is done, and deſpatched away for Flandres, and the Ambaſſador 
with yow. Noe alteration is made in any thing I then told yow, onely a larger commiſſion 
given to the perſon with yow, then was formerly agreed upon, I truſt my former letter 
came to your hands, therefore ſhall be more rief yet haveing now a ſafe conveyance, for 
feare of the other miſcarrying, haveing not yet heard of its receipt, ſhall give yow the 
heads thereof. One reſolution of this people is, to ſeex your alliance in a firm league 
againſt the French, beleeving yow will hearken thereto, being your owne intereſt ; But if 
this be not harkened unto, that yow be moved privately to give conſent, upon there 
charge, to have the liberty to rayſe as many men as will be able to reduce Guiene; and 
ſhipps of warr, as well as ſhipps to carry them, to be an army for the Prince: And that 
yow may ſee they ſhall be never imployed againſt yow; it will be left wholly to yow to 
utt in all officers; none to command over them, or amongſt them, but the Prince and 
Marehm. If this be granted, the Spaniards will bid fayre for many places in France this 
yeare ; havinge an handſome army a making up in Catalonia, and all his ſhippes riggin and 
fiting, all the foote here can be made, and in garriſons ſpared, to clap upon Bionne ; have- 
ing ſent to Leopoldus and the Prince, to prepare all the forces he can againſt the ſpring, 
to whome a large ſume of mony in thoſe five frigotts is ſent, Theſe being the things de- 
ſigned and propoſed in the inſtructions ſent, yet muſt tell yow, they are all upon condi- .

noyce. If yow think good, I dare affirme I can make the bargaine ; and if yow intend to 
buy, know, there's not a pleaſanter ſeat to be had in all this contry, at that rate yow may 
have this. Not a penny yow ſhall diſburſe till yow have the poſſeſſion; and the fume will 
not be greate, becauſe the title: is in queſtion. I thinke it would be a good bargaine, for 
thers many places nye to it have dependence thereupon, which will come at a cheap rate,

Went this morning to Bridewell to ſee James Naylor, the Keeper being not within, his Aug. 1658; 


4. ſervant told mee, I might not ſee him without leave from my Lord Pack. I forthwith 
went to his Lordſhip, who told me, that Naylor had been ſomewhat ill, and under ſome 
diſtemper of body about ten or fourteen dayes, and on Friday laſt, the keeper of the houſe 
takeing notice that his water was red, he carried it (unknowne to Naylor) to Doctor Nurſe, 
the Doctor to the Houſe, who ſaid, he had fitts of the ſtone or a ſtrangullion; and thereupon 


my Lord Packe ſent to the Doctor and goe and viſite him; when the Doctor came, and 


Naylor underſtood who he was, he would not ſpeake to him. My Lord Packe hearing of 
it, went himſelfe to him, and aſked him if he would have Doctor Nurſe, or any other Do- 


 Rtor or friend of his to come to him, to uſe ſome meanes for his recovery, He anſwered, 


that God was his Phiſition, and that he needed no other. My Lord Pack, thereupon thought 


fitt to acquaint ſeverall of Naylor's freinds how he was, that foe they might ſee him, and 


know what meanes had been offered to him, and how he had refuſed it; and fince Naylor 
knew that the keeper had ſhewed his water to the Doctor, he doth privately convey awa 

his water, that he may not ſee it. After this diſcourſe, my Lord Pack ſent his ſervant with 
me that ſo I might ſee him, and coming into his roome, I found him in his bed, and ſit- 
ting up with his head on a pillow, a gentleman whom I accidently met with being with me, 


told Naylor who I was, and though I ſpake to him ſeverall times, he made no anſwere. 1 
fate by him a good while, and told him upon what account I'came to ſee how he was, and 
whether he deſired any thing to be done to him or for him, He would not ſpeake a word, 


though often preſſed thereunto by myſelfe and thoſe who ſtood by. f aſſced of the maid who 


| attends him, who was his ſervant formerly ſeven or eight yeares, if he heard and under- 
ſtood what we ſpake to him. She laid, yes, very well, but it may be he was not free to 


ſpeake. I'ſpake to the company to withdraw out of the roome, to ſee if he would then 
ſpeak with me, but he continued ſilent, I allfoe withdrew for ſome time and came to him 
againe, and aſked him, if he were free to have any diſcourſe with me, or if he had any 


thing to deſire that I ſhould acquaint your Highneſſe with; but by all that I could do, I 


could not get a word from him, The Keeper told me the occaſion of his diſtemper (as he 


| conceives) about a month ſince, the Governours, according to the directions of the Order 
of Parliament, ordered that Naylor ſhould be ſet to ſome worke, he having done none for a 
yeare and a halfe, and being well in health; at which hee ſeemed to be much troubled, and 


thereupon did refuſe to eate, thinking (as its thought) that he did fullfill the Order of Par- 


liament thereby, which faith, that he ſhall eate no meate but what he earned by his labour; 
and would' not worke nor cate any thing though offered him, but only bread and water for 
fixteen dayes together, which is thought to be the occaſion of his diſtemper. And it w_ 
neer Sermon time, I left him and went to Paul's. After Sermon I ſpake with 3

Packe, my Lord Tichboùrne and my Lord Barkſtead being by, and gave my Lord Packe 


an account of what. I had done, and my Lord Pack told me, that he did intend to-morrow 
to wayte on your Highneſſe, to give your Highneſſe a particular account concerning Nay- 


lor. As I came home, I went againe to ſee Naylor, thinking he might be out of that 


mood, where I found Oſborne and other Quakers with him, and I agayne told Naylor the 


occaſion of my coming to him, and aſked if he had conſidered of what I ſaid to him; but 


he would not anſwer me a word. I had ſome diſcourſe with Oſborne and the others by his 
bedſide, which would. be too tedious to inſert. I felt his pulſe and (though I pretend to no 
fill) J thought it did not ſhew any great diſtemper, and he looks well in the face: And 1 
think he has as good aire and conveniences where he is, as his friends will provide for 
Truely, my Lord, I looke upon him to be under a reſolved ſullennes, and J doubt in the 


height of pride, and I feare that his friends (as they are called) who come to him, by their 
admiring thoughts which they expreſſe of him, do nouriſh his temptation. I hope I ſhould 


not go about to diſwade your Highneſs from a worke of tenderneſs and mercy, which is 
pleaſing to God, which we have ſeaſons and objects enough for, without doeing that which 
may offend God, through want of zeale for his glory and honour, againſt ſuch horrible im- 
pieties, or which may minifter an occaſion; of offence or jealouſy in thoſe who are truely 
godly, Thoſe two duties of mercy to our neighbour and zeale for God, need not, nay 
where they are right, cannot interfere. Truly, my Lord, in this caſe; I conceive there 1s 


more need of watchfulnes that we do not offend on that hand, I mean through wante of 
reale. As for the money, I ſhall endeavour to fullfill your Highneſſe's commands as be-

A S there is nothing more occaſions rejoicings in us, then to heare of your increaſe in 


the knowleadge and love of God, expreſſed by an humble and patient waighting for 


the kingdome of our Lord Jeſus, ſoe is there nothing more grevious to us. then to heare 
any thinge donn by. you, either in word or action, which may occaſion any blemiſh upon 
the glorious pe nome of Chriſt, owned by you in your viſible profeſſion of his name in 
the world. 

once given to the ſaints, 5 us as our duty to writt theſe fewe lynes unto you, prin- 
cipally occaſioned from thoſe generall rumours which is in the mouths of many, that ſence 
this late alteration of government in theſe three nations, there is rayſed up in many amongſt 
you a ſpiritt of great diſſatisfaction and oppoſition againſt this preſent authority, in ſoe 
much as wee heare its your reſolutions to make a publick proteſt againſt it, to ſhew your 
diſlike thereof ; the report of which is indeed noe ſmall occaſion of trouble to us, fearing 
leaſt therby the glorious name of Chriſt will ſuffer, the handes and harts of thoſe, whoe 
wee have cauſe to beleeve, are ſtrongly ingaged to lay the foundation of juſtis and righ- 
teouſneſs in the three nations, will be diſcoradged, and the common enimie rejoyce.

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Its poſſible the occaſion of taking theſe reſolutions, may ariſe from ſome miſunderſtandinge | 
of the ſtate of things heare; for truly wee cannot thinke if you had bynn heare, and taken 
an obſervation of the great diſeſteem that all power began to be in, by reaſon of the ill- ma- 


nagement of it, in the handes of thoſe where it was, Which in an ordinary way, had ic 


bynn ſoe continewed, would ſoone have brought in a ſpiritt of great wickedneſs through the 


nation; every man and woman, yea children, takin upon them to judg and contemne that 


great ordinance which God hath ſett in the world to bound and reſtraine that ſpiritt of wick- 
edneſs, which was licke to be amongſt the ſunes of men; and this wee are clearly fatis- 
fied in, the principalls held forth by thoſe meeting at Blackfryers, under pretence of the fift 
monarchie or ſettinge up the kinglome of Chriſt ; to which maney of theſe lattly in power 
adheared, had it bynn proſecuted, would have brought as great diſhoner to the name of 
God, and ſhame and contempt to the whole nation, as wee thinke could have bynn ima- 
gined ; for under theſe two heads the ſubſtance of all there preachings conſiſts, 1%, That 
it was the duty of the Majeſtrate to owne there power to be receved imediatly from Jeſus 
Chriſt ; from this conſiquence would have unavoydably have followed, that they were only 


accomptable to Chriſt for there actions, and not to men: And would not this have bynn 


the ame with the late Kinge, who being perſwaded by his Prelats that he receved his 
power emediatly from God, wa. not accountable to the peoples repreſentatives, But the . 
24 thing, heild forth with great zeale by thoſe frendes, was, that the great rule by which 


they was to act in there proſeeds, towards the making of warre or peace with the nations, 


ſhould ariſe from a ſpiritt ſtired up as they ſay, by God, to throw downe potentats and 
powers, rather then theſe predentiall rules of juſtice and 11ghteouſneſs, in the doeing to all 
men as they would men ſhould doe to them. Wee wright not theſe things to caſt a blemiſh 


upon them, but to lett you ſee to what a condition in an ordinary way wee ware running 
into, that you may be ſatisfied of what great neceſſity there was to enterpoſe for the pre- 


vention of thoſe unavoydable daingers, which were even at the dore readie to ſeaſe upon us; 
and wee have ground to be confident, that for the prevention of the diſhoner which was 
licke to fall upon the profeſſion of the goſpell, if things had gone on in that way they ware 
goeing, my Lord Protector hath taken upon him that great burden to govern theſe three 
nations; from whom wee may expect protection and ſhelter from all injuries, and worſhip 
the Lord in that way our conſciences are convinſed of is moſt agreable to the will of God; 

a mercy not uſually injoyed by Saints in aney age before; and wee have cauſe to feare - 
not prized by Saints, Wee doe therefore beſeech you, for the Lord's ſake and for truth's 
ſake, that it be not evill ſpoken of men, ſeriouſly weigh theſe things; for ſurely if the Lord 
gives us hearts, wee have a large advantage put into our hands to give a publicke teſtimo- 
ny in the face of the world, that our prenſipalls are not ſuch as they have bynn gennerally 
judged by moſt men to be, which 1s, that we deny authority, and would pull downe all 
Magiſtracy ; and if any troble ſhould ariſe, either with you or us in the nations, wee might 
proſced to the ie of blood, would not at all bee imputed and charged upon the bap- 
tized churches; and what griefe and ſorrow would bee adminiſtard to us your brethren, to 
heere the name of God blaſphemed by ungodly men through your means. This wee can ſay, 
that wee have not had any occaſion of ſorrow in this matter from any of the churches in this 
nation, with whom wee have communion ; they with one hart deſiringe to bleſſe God for 


there liberty, and with all willingneſs to bee ſubject to the preſent authority; and wee truſt 


to heere the ſame of you, havinge latly received an 7 written to us by all the churches 
amongſt you, preſſinge us to a ſtrict walking with God, and warninge of us to take heed 


of formality, the love of this world ; that wee ſlight not our mercy in the preſent liberties 


wee injoy, which wee thankfully receive from you, as knowing that ſuch counſell wee have 
need of; and wee daily pray, that the ſame ſpiritt be with power upon all our harts, that
